his office walking around the desk 
waiting for clients, so he abandoned 
a legal career and went to Johns 
Hopkins University at Baltimore for 
a post graduate course in letters. 
While there he published his first 
book, “Congressional Government,” a 
study in American politics. It evok- 
ed offers of professorships at Bryn 
Mawr and Wesleyan and won recogni- 
tion at home and abroad. The young 
man who wrote of the defects of the 
American political system in 1883 
found himself to deal with them later. 
Having written in a deprecatory tone 
of the tendency toward autocracy in 
American presidents, he lived to hear 
himself called the greatest autocrat 
of them all and to see a resolution 
declaring his office vacant on those 
grounds introduced and tabled in the 
senate. 

Successively, Mr. Wilson became 
professor of history and __ political 
economy at Bryn Mawr and at Wes- 
leyan University and later professor 
of jurisprudence and political econ- 
omy at Princeton, where, subsequent- 
ly, he was made head of that institu- 
tion. Meanwhile, Professor Wilson 
had gained high reputation as a 
writer. Some of his works, with the 
date of their production, were as 
follows: 

“The State Elements of Historical 
and Practical Politics” (1889); “Divi- 
sion and Reunion” (1896); “George 
Washington” (1896); “A History of 
the American People” (1901); “Con- 
stitutional Government in the United 
States” (1908); “Free Life’ (1913); 
“When a Man Comes to Himself” 
(1915); “On Being Human” (1916). 
“An Old Master and Other Political 
Essays”, and “Mere Literature and 
Other Essays” were among his earlier 
writings. His state papers, notes to 
belligerent governments and address- 
s to congress, would fill many vol- 
umes. 

Nominated for governor of New 
Jersey in a political situation about 
which many interesting things have 
been said and denied with equal fer- 
vor, he was elected on the Democratic 
ticket, and immediately took on the 


state “bosses” for a round of combat

country. In the Jersey legislature he 
found the young lawyer, Joseph P. 
Tumulty, who became his private sec- 
retary and biographer.

ernor Wilson with radicalism, but he 
drove his program through. The out 
standing legislation was the “seven 
sisters laws,” a series of bilis drafted 


under his direction which dealt with 
trusts. New Jersey up to that time, 
because of its corporate laws, had 
been called a redezvous for mono- 
polies. 

Governor Wilson’s nomination for 
the presidency at the Democratic con- 
vention of 1912 in Baltimore, was one 
of the dramatic spectacles of Ameri- 
can political history. It was a battle 
royal which brought him victory after 
more than 40 ballots. 

Champ Clark, the venerable and be- 
loved speaker of the house of repre- 
sentatives, led Wilson in the early 
j voHne—in fact polled a majority of 
the delegates. For the first time in 
history a Democratic national con- 
vention refused to give the necessary 
two-thirds to a candidate who had 
gotten a majority. William Jennings 
Bryan, himself the nominee of three 
previous conventions, led the fight 
against Clark in one of the bitterest 
contests ever conducted in American 
politics. ~ It broke Clark’s heart—he 
never forgave Wilson or Bryan—and 
he opposed Wilson’s policies in ton- 
gress repeatedly. Clark knew he lost 
not only the nomination, but the 
presidency, for the contest between 
Taft and Roosevelt assured such @ 
rift in the Republican vote that the 
election of a Democrat was all but 
inevitable. 

The convention realized this, for 
the man who nominated Clark declar- 
ed: 

“We meet not only to choose a can- 
didate but to choose a president.” 

At any rate, Woodrow Wilson got 
the nomination and won the election 
with 435 electoral votes. Roosevelt 
got 88, and Taft got 8. He came to 
the White House on March 4, 1913, 
signalizing the return of the demo- 
cracy to power after successive de- 
| feats of 16 years.

To the Ministers, 
Adherents — of the 
Church in Canada: 
Dear Brethren: 

The last General Assembly gave 
instruction that the Church should 
be informed as to the action taken by 
that Assembly with reference to

| byterian Churches of Canada to enter 


into Organic Union and thereby con- 
stitute the United Church of Canada. 


In obedience to this instruction the | 


Moderator of the General Assembly 
and the Convener of the Assembly's 
Church Union make 


Church:— 


In the first effort to draw together | 


the separate Churches, to prevent 
overlapping and waste, and to unite 
the forces of Evangelical Christianity 


in this new Canadian land, it was 
hoped that the Anglicans, Baptists, 
Congregationalists, Methodists, and 


Presbyterians might come together in 
one United Church for Canada. The 
Anglican and Baptist Churches de- 
cided that they were not at that time 
free to enter into negotiations looking 
toward Organic Union, but the Con- 
gregational, Methodist and  Presby- 
terian Churches continued their 
negotiations until, through long years 
of fellowship and conference, a new 
consciousness of unity was attained 
and a complete Basis of Union drawn 


up. After fullest discussion this 
Basis of Union with slight amend- 
ments was accepted by all three 


Churches; and during the past year 
| the Supreme Courts of these Churches 
have agreed as to the general form 
of legislation that must be sought 
in order to give etfect to the Basis of 
Union adopted, and protect the rights 
of all parties in the manner therein 
ordered, 
Action of Our Own Church 

So far as our own Church is con- 
jcerned the whole procedure has been 
in strict accordance with the Consti- 
tution and practice of our Church, 
The Basis, as finally amended, was 
first adopted by the General Assem- 
| bly, then by a vote of the people, then 
by the constitutional vote of the 
Presbyteries under the Barrier Act, 
jand then passed into a permanent 
jenactment by the Assembly of 1916. 
{In every instance the majorities were 
large, and in the 1916 Assembly the 
final vote stood 406 for and 90 
against.

Church in Canada is a free Church,

practical accord with her own. The 


Church’s own act consummates the 
Union, and all that legislation does 
is to secure to her the right to her 
own property in the new and larger 
sphere of service upon which she 
enters, 

Let it be observed also that 
proposed Bills go beyond any pre-, 
vious Union Legislation in the care 
that is taken to safeguard the rights 
of any minority, for in addition to 
permitting non-concurring con 
grerations to take their congregation- 
al property with them, they provide

Future Action 

When the proposed legislation has

Edmonton, Feb. 5.—Though brew- 
ers and hotelmen were thrown into a} 
ferment by a newspaper story here | 
this morning, that the Edmonton:
